Senate R efuses to Concur. 
S p r in g f ie ld , 111, June IO. — The 
world's fair bill, as amended, passed 
the house by a vote of 103 to 81. The 
bill was at once sent over to the senate 
and that body refused to concur in the 
house amendments making the ap­ 
propriation $750,000 
and regulating 
labor questions. 
The vote on concur 
rence was a party division, with one 
exception on each side. 
A conference 
committee was appointed. 
The house ordered the senate 7 per 
cent. interest bill to a third reading 
after rejecting an amendment to make 
the rate 6 instead of 7 per cent. The 
•enate bill appropriating $1,000 per 
annum 
to 
the 
eye 
and 
ear in­ 
firmary 
at 
Chicago was 
sent 
to 
a 
third 
reading. 
The 
house 
also passed the bill appropriating $150, 
OOO for a d d itio n s to the reform school 
at Pontiac, which is hereafter to be 
known as th e s ta te reformatory, and to 
which a. e to l»e s e n t all youthful offend­ 
ers under the age o f 21 years instead of 
to the penitentiary. 
A motion to recon­ 
sider w a s d e fe a te d . 
In the afternoon the house took up 
the b ill m a k in g appropriation of $350,- 
000 for the erection of a new insane 
asylum. 
The institution is to be lo­ 
cated west of the Illinois river, to ac­ 
commodate 800 patients, and to be un­ 
der the control of the homeopathic 
school of medicine. 
The fight contin­ 
ued until the end of the session, the 
final result being the practical killing 
of the measure. 
The senate passed the bill providing 
th at only registered voters can vote, 
and striking out the provision in the 
law allowing persons to vote on affi­ 
davit 
It also passed the bill providing 
for a general levy for state purposes of 
$2,500,000 per annum, including the 
school fund. 
At the afternoon session of the sen­ 
ate Senator Crawford called up the 
Bums-Thiele bill which provides for 
the amendment of the registration law 
so th at voters may register at the elec­ 
tion commissioners’ office at any time 
until within fifteen days of election. 
The bill was read a third time. and 
passed. The senate concurred in the 
joint resolution instructing the Illinois 
delegation in congress to support a con­ 
stitutional amendment for the election 
of United States senators by a direct 
vote of the people.

hour later the remains were borne 
to the state chamber by six mem 
bere of the dominion police. 
At IO 
o’clock the senate doors were throw© 
open. 
Lord Stanley, accompanied by 
his staff, was the first to enter. 
Next 
came the members of the cabinet, 
senators and members of parliament. 
Thousands of ladies paid their last 
tribute to th e late premier. 
Relays of 
members of (parliament are on duty at 
the bier. 
Senator John Abbott, of Montreal, 
prominent shareholder in the Canadian 
Pacific railway, will be called upon in 
a few days by the governor general. 
Lord Stanley, to succeed Sir John Mac­ 
donald as premier. Sir John Thompson, 
minister of justice, is admitted to be the 
ablest man in parliament, but he is 
Bornan Catholic and a representative of 
a Nova Scotia constituency, and could 
never command a majority of the gov­ 
ernm ent supporters from Ontario.

T his probability was not so strong un­ 
til after Lord Chief Justice Coleridge’s 
charge to the jury. 
The jury was out 
b u t a short time. 
As it was expected 
it would be. Lord Coleridge's sum­ 
m ing up was all against Cumming. 
Scenes seldom before witnessed in an 
English court followed the announce­ 
m ent of the verdict Luckily the prince 
of W ales w as absent or he m ight have 
seen and heard another large install­ 
m ent of 
unpleasant 
and uncompli 
m entary things. 
Sentim ent on the re ­ 
su lt is greatly divided 
Sir Edw ard Clarke's speech on Mon­ 
day evidently incensed those against 
whom it was directed, and the proceed­ 
ings 
had no more than 
opened 
this 
m orning 
when 
Gen. 
Owen 
W illiams rose* and 
attem pted to ad­ 
dress 
the court on 
his 
own be­ 
half. Justice Coleridge did not al­ 
low him to proceed, however, 
and 
Sir Edward Clarke resumed his sum 
m ing up for the plaintiff, dealing es­ 
pecially w ith the evidence in behalf of 
Sir W illiam aud the question of dam 
ages. 
When 
he 
finished 
Justice 
Coleridge 
began 
his 
final 
sum­ 
m ing 
up of 
the 
case. 
He did 
not 
spare Cumming. 
It 
was evi­ 
dent when he finished th at the plaintiff 
had lost. 
The case was given to the 
jury and its verdict was rendered in 
fifteen m inutes and with scarcely any 
discussion. 
The verdict was received 
by the spectators w ith slight hissing, 
which was quickly suppressed. 
While the jury were out Sir W illiam 
Gordon-Cumming showed no signs of 
nervousness, anti sat quietly reading a 
letter. 
His friends however, plainly 
betrayed 
their apprehensions 
The 
defendants were also uneasy and a n s 
ions 
When the verdict was announced 
Sir William was m arvelously cooL 
He 
was really, to all outw ard appearance, 
the m ost uninterested 
spectator in 
court. 
Lord Middleton, his relative, 
who is reputed to have furnished the 
money for the prosecution, was quite the 
reverse. 
His face become scarlet, and 
he seemed hardly able to contain his 
Choler. Sir W illiam, with arm s folded, 
looked straight at the jury as if m erely 
interested in .studying their general 
make-up. 
Then Sir William Gordon- 
Cumming coolly donned his overcoat 
nd hat, and strolled aw ay w ith Lord 
iddleton. 
Many pitying and sym pa­ 
thetic glances followed him. 
As Sir W illiam Gordon-Cumming en­ 
tered his carriage the crowd raised 
loud cheer. The effect of the verdict Is 
th a t Sir W illiam m ust lie cashiered 
from the army and expelled from the 
dubs. 
The hissing w ith which the gallery 
of the court saluted the verdict was re­ 
peated outside by an excited crowd 
thronging the corridors. 
The defend­ 
ants on leaving the courtroom were 
surrounded by a mob and num bers of 
insulting allusions wore addressed to 
them until w ithin th eir carriages. 
One of the jurym en has been inter­ 
viewed, and says th at from the mo* 
m ent they entered the jury room there 
w as no doubt as to w hat their verdict 
would be.

wih the chief justice. Does anybody believe 
they refrained from discussing the caseT Last 
night I and my friends after listening to Sir 
Edward Clarke’s speech thought the verdict 
m ust be in my favor, but alter the judge's sum­ 
ming up I lost ail hope.” 
“Do vou intend to move for a new trialf” 
“I did think of it at first solely on the ground 
of the partiality of the judge's charge, but I 
don't think there is much chance of getting a 
new trial on that ground, so I shall probably 
give up the idea.” 
The division of public feeling upon 
th e verdict will be largely a class di­ 
vision, the aristocratic circle siding 
w ith the decision and approving Lord 
Coloridge’s charge, while the mass of 
the public sym pathize w ith Cumming 
and accuse the judge of gross partial­ 
ity. 
The popular reaction is largely due 
to Sir Edward Clarke's outspoken and 
fearless address. 
W hen he appeared in 
the lobby of the house of commons 
Tuesday night he was greeted w ith 
m any congratulations, on the ground 
th a t he had done the best th at could be 
done 
against 
the 
enormous 
diffi­ 
culties. 
His 
friends 
fear 
th a t 
the increased distinction he has ac­ 
quired in the trial w ill not commend 
him to the court. 
The line he took in 
his allusions to the prince of Wales 
would be attended w ith considerable 
social risk. 
The court is still an im ­ 
m ense social pow er and could operate 


not know if the gentlem en ju st inten­ 
tioned had or had not broken any m ili­ 
tary rule, but if they had done so, in 
the chief justice s opinion, they had 
done so w ith the best of motives. 
Lord Coleridge 
also 
said th a t he 
did not know why the 
jury had 
been inform ed th at it was impos­ 
sible for the nsm es of the prince of 
W ales and Gen. Owen W illiams to re­ 
m ain on the army list if the nam e of

elim inated therefrom . 
This had noth­ 
ing to do w ith the case. 
The jury’s 
verdict would not have the slightest ef­ 
fect upon the m ilitary authorities in 
one way or the other so far as the gen­ 
tlem en mentioned were concerned. 
Lord Coleridge, referring to the criti­ 
cism which has been h ealed upon the 
prince of Wales since the affair first be­ 
came public for tho share he—the heir- 
apparent—had taken in the T ranby 
Croft episode, 
said 
in the 
main 
th at 
England 
was not 
only 
a 
free 
country 
but 
a censorious 
one. 
The life 
of 
the prince 
of 
Wales, like th at of every other person 
of rank, was continually made a sub­ 
ject of public comment. 
“ The prince 
of Wales,*’ Lord Coleridge added. “goes 
through many boring ceremonies, and 
w hat if he did 
introduce 
baccarat 
into the great house?” 
In the ab­ 
sence of any portion of the scandal 
being directly connected 
w ith 
the 
prince of Wales, I am I Coleridge oould 
not im agine how any harm could be 
done to the monarchy, to the prince or 
to anybody else, adding, significantly: 
“Though some people 
m ight 
have 
asked when they heard of the trouble 
a t Tranby Croft: 
‘Why did he not read 
his Bible?' ’’ 
The lord chief justice wound up his 
charge to the jury w ith the following 
em phatic and not to be- easily m isunder­ 
stood rem ark, after w hat he had already 
said: “ I send you. gentlem en of the 
jury, to do your duty, and adopting the 
noble words of a great man to this oc­ 
casion: ‘When you pass your judgm ent 
upon Sir William Gordon Cumming’s 
honor I pray you recollect your ow n.’ ”

Archdeacon Farrar receives $2,000 a 
chapla n of the Horse ofCommons. $5,000 
as canon of Westminster, and $2,000 from 
the living at Margaret’s, and a house. 
The present membership of Ply month 
church, Brooklyn, of which Rev. Dr. Ly­ 
man Abbott is patter, is 1,793, and ths 
total receipts for the past year are $43,153. 
The Salvation Army publishes twenty- 
six editions of the War Cry simultane­ 
ously, with a total circulation of 31,000,000 
annually for the different na! .analities. 
The feeling in the Church of Scotland 
is growing in favor of introducing a bill 
into parliament for the purpose of sepa­ 
rating into district charges those that at 
present have more than one minister.

This boy, Amos Sutton, was 
converted, became a missionary to India, 
and was the mean* of leading the Baptists 
of Amsrica to begin the Telugu Mission. 


All the grain in a strip tw o miles 
wide, reaching from the northw est 
corner of Spring Valley Township to 
Orfordville, is being plowed up and 
corn planted instead. 
The cause was 
the hail th at fell in the big storm. 
The damage is incalculable. 
The hail stones ranged in size from 
buckshot to big balls of ice so large 
th at could not be forced through 
a 
two-inch augur hole. 
Back of J. B. 
Kirkpatrick's barn was a solid bank 
of hail stones fully a foot deep. 
They 
had banked up like snow and a space 
rod wide and as long as the build­ 
ing was completely covered with the 
stones. 
Birds were killed outright 
and for half an hoar it was dangerous 
for even a man to venture out of 
doors. 
The 
force 
with 
which 
the icy bullets decended was terrific. 
Young fruit trees were almost denud­ 
ed of bark and 
many small limbs 
were completely severed from the trees 
Near Mr. K irkpatrick’s house an old 
rail fence was 
almost 
destroyed. 
Where ever the wood was decayed, the 
soft portion was gouged out. 
The 
boards on the new fences were dented 
as if they had been pounded with a 
hammer. 
Clover and grass fields were 
leveled and the vegetation dug up by 
the roots; the hail producing nearly 
the same effect as would result from 
a charge of shot fired along the top of 
the ground. 
The storm lasted half an 
hour, and while it was in progress 
made such a roaring noise th at men 
standing four feet apart could not hear 
each other speak. 
“ All the tobacco beds in the stretch 
were destroyed,” said Mr. K irkpatrick 
in speaking of the storm, * “ Charles 
Burnstein had finished planting his 
tobacco, but the hail devasted the 
field and rooted out all the plants. 
The plant beds outside of the strip 
were uninjured and the farm ers whose 
beds 
were destroyed will 
have to 
buy plants of their more fortunate 
neighbors. ”
